Latest Changes 
In TJC Schedule 

“With the overcrowded condi¬ 
tion of Tyler Junior College new 
classes have been added and new 
members have been added to the 
faculty,” stated Dr. E. M. Potter, 
dean of the college. 

“The shortage of room space 
has created a tie-up in the classes 
of English 123. Schedules have 
been switched so that now there 
is some hope that all those who 
need this English can be accom¬ 
modated. We wish to make it 
clear that there was no malice in 
our hearts when we changed the 
schedules. Those that could pos¬ 
sibly be changed and still have 
a workable schedule were changed. 
We regret that it was necessary,”

“We even considered using the 
library stack room for a class¬ 
room,” the dean continued, “but 
an arrangement was finally made 
with the high school and we are to 
use room 7 in the high school 
building.” 

The new classes are: mathe¬ 
matics of investment and finance, 
taught by Miss Mabel Williams; 
Education 123 by Mrs. Carl Wal¬ 
lace; and aerial navigation, taught 
by Dr. E. M. Potter. 

“BBA majors will note that they 
can now take a year of math 
without taking trig,” Dr. Potter 
remarked, “but don't think mathe¬ 
matics of finance is a snap course.” 

Aerial navigation is a highly 
specialized course for those in¬ 
terested in aviation. It concerns 
basic and precision dead reckon¬ 
ing and uses the highly compli¬ 
cated circular slide rule. 

The new teachers are Mrs. Carl 
Wallace, former county supervisor 
of Smith county schools, who 
teaches education; Mrs. S. O. Bur- 
ford who teaches American his¬ 
tory and Mrs. Terry who teaches 
typing in the commercial depart¬ 
ment. 

Night school has also been pro¬ 
vided for and will begin classes 
soon. “The cost will be thirty 
dollars per course, and if as many 
as twelve want a course it will 
be offered,” Dean Potter stated.

Tyler Town Hall

The former head of the politi- 
cally-forefront state of Georgia, 
ex-Governor Ellis Arnall, was 
guest speaker of the Tyler Town 
Hall Tuesday night. Arnall, cur¬ 
rently on a speaking tour of the 
United States, outlined a program 
for America before the members 
of the Town Hall. The ex-gover- 
ernor said, “We need more and 
better education for all our peo¬ 
ple. We need to give more atten~ 
tion to the health of our people. 
Sick men and women are low in¬ 
come producers. Our health is a 
national and sectional disgrace. 
This country was created to give 
its citizens equal opportunities, 
therefore, we of the South must 
balance agriculture and industry. 
The South and West must hot 
be discriminated against in rail¬ 
road rates.” The young ex-gov¬ 
ernor was one of the first to carry 
the battle over freight rates to the 
Supreme Court. 

Arnall, author of the book, “The 
Shore Dimly Seen,” said in an in¬ 
terview Tuesday afternoon that 
just as this nation could not exist 
half slave and half free before the 
Civil War, we cannot now exist 
half South and half North. He said 
that every person in this nation 
must fight sectionalism, the eco¬ 
nomic sectionalism of the Civil 
War. This was the theory pro¬ 
pounded in “The Shore Dimly 
Seen.” 

When asked who was the right¬ 
ful governor of Georgia, Arnall 
declared that there was no doubt 
about the issue. He said that pre¬ 
tender (Herman Talmadge) will 
never be supported by the courts. ' 
“The Georgia constitution is very 
clear about this fact, even though 
propagandists have tried to make 
the people and the legislators be¬ 
lieve differently. There is only 
one Governor; that is Melvin E. 
Thompson, formerly my execu¬ 
tive secretary.” 

Arnall, who actually wrote the 
new constitution for the state of 
Georgia, explained that the county 
unit vote system, used in Georgia 
is not a part of the Georgia consti¬ 
tution; but it is an old Georgia 
statute. The young, short, slightly 
bald, Southerner intends to tour 
every state in the United States 
within the next year. He said that 
he would like to make five or six 
appearances in each state. Arnall 
left Tyler for Wichita, Kansas. 
After speaking in Wichita, he will 
make a tour of the west coast. He 
said that his purpose is making 
this trip was to fight sectionalism 
and to keep the people of the 
South and West from being dis¬ 
criminated against. Just last week 
the youthful statesman was a guest 
on “Information Please,” a na¬ 
tional radio program. 

Dr. S. Mortimer Brown, super¬ 
intendent of the Tyler schools, in¬ 
troduced Arnall. T. Murray Doyle, 
Town Hall president, announced 
that the next Tyler Town Hall 
would try a different type of pro¬ 
gram. This will be a musical pro¬ 
gram, The Oscars, a brother and 
sister act. The brother is a very 
talented pianist and the sister is 
a dancer. The Oscars will enter¬ 
tain the Town Hall members on 
March 6.

Cook. Most of us know this dimin¬ 
utive red head, but more so now 
after the strong aggressive role he 
played in the Bruin-Apache game 
here last week. Red, as he is bet¬ 
ter known, hails from Van, Texas, 
where he was born March 17, 
1926. Red became exposed to regu¬ 
lation basketball in his second 
year in junior high school. He 
played two years there and went 
on to three years of cage play in 
high school before he graduated 
in 1943. Red, being extremely 
versatile in the way of sports, 
played his share of football let¬ 
tering two years in high school. 
He also has four years of tennis 
experience behind him with two 
years in junior high and two years 
in Van Senior High School. 

July of 1944 rolled around and 
Red found himself in the U. S. 
Navy. He served almost two years 
with seventeen months of it being 
sea duty spent in the Pacific The¬ 
ater. He held the rank of Seaman 
1st class aboard a PC. Red re¬ 
turned to the states and Key West, 
Florida, in the first part of 1946 
where he got in a little basketball 
play with one of the Navy teams 
there. He was released from furth¬ 
er duty in June of the same year. 

Baine entered TJC in Septem¬ 
ber 1946 and has selected the 
field of Business Administration 
as his major. His senior college 
choice is Baylor, however, he 
plans to remain here for two years 
before going on to Waco. Red is, 
at the present, a second string 
eager, but if he continues in the 
strong vein of playing that he 
showed last week, he will soon be 
pushing some of the more regular 
players out of a starting posi¬ 
tion. 

When asked how he thought 
the Apaches would stack up in 
the coming second round of play 
in the conference, he stated, “I 
think that the Apaches can win 
the rest of their games with a 
little luck. Also I would like to say 
that as far as the scholastic rat¬ 
ing of TJC is concerned, this 
school’s okay for me.” Incident¬ 
ally, Red is married to the former 
Christene Heard of Van which 
came about after he started to 
school here. He also showed his 
aggressiveness in the classrooms 
by making the semester honor 
roll with thirteen grade points.

Stag hails from Canton, Texas, 
where he was born April 30, 1926. 
He spent, however, most of his 
school career in Van where he 
graduated in 1943. It seems that 
Stag is also quite the lad when- 
it comes to sports for he played 
two lettering years of high school 
basketball and three years as cen¬ 
ter on the high school football 
team, lettering the last two years. 

Julius went into the Navy in 
March 1944. He spent nine months 
service in the North Atlantic on 
PT boats and “tin cans.” He held 
the rank of Seaman 2nd Class 
and acted in the capacity of a 
Radarman. He was given his hon¬ 
orable discharge on May 5, 1946. 

This is Stag’s first year here at 
TJC where he plans to go for the 
full two years. His senior col¬ 
lege choice is Baylor U. He is 
majoring in Physical Education.
